show, that though these pestilentis] inseota have 
by no means beon got rid of, yot that the moans 
taken to keep them in check havo been tolersbly 
suoossaful. The fact that theColony had bear 
ted with heavy and continuous rains for some t 
previous to the search wadé in June accounts, it 
is, thought, for the large number of white ants 
that wera then found, Although there ware so. 
many sigus of whity ants in the building (there 
being no less than 164 trails discovered) hut ocm- 
puratively little damage had been snifere | during 
the previous six months. - Bone tar, to. which it 
ia onid these destraotive insects have a great ant:
